Hazards i 


TORONTO—Canadian, refrige- 
rator mantifacturers are embark- 
ing on a campaign through their 
12,000 dealers across Canada to 
minimize the hazard of young 
children closing themselves in 
abandoned ice boxes and refri- 
gerators. The manufacturers are 
advising all dealers to ensure that 
appliance “servicemen and pur- 
chasers of new refrigerators re- 
moye the doors or lids from their 
old cabinets before discarding 
them. 

In addition to the educational 
campaign through dealers, the 
refrigerator manufacturers will 
issue a sticker for new refriger- 
ators which will warn purcha- 
sers of the potential hazard of 
discarded cabinets, 

According to the household 
refrigeration Section of the Ca- 
*nadian Electrical Manufacturers 
Ass -ciation, refrigerator ‘manu- 
facturers are profoundly conc- 
érned over the number of recent 
deaths of small children who 
have been suffocated as a’ result 
of locking themselves in old ice 
boxes, réfrigerators, | trunks, 
chests and other airtight contain- 
ers. The refrigerator manufact- 
urers are taking the lead in in- 
forming the public about safety 
first steps insofar as their own 
prodicts are concerned. 

“Tt has been estimated that 
there ar> some 3,000,000 ice 
hoxes and refrigerators in use in 
Canada today" stated George 
‘Varison, Chairman of CEMA’s 
Household Refrigeration Section 
“and these are bein® discarded at 
the rate of 100,COO0 units per 
year.
